MORRIS PRATT INSTITUTE 


Article taken from CENTENNIAL BOOK OF MODERN SPIRITUALISM IN AMERICA 


The original building of 
Morris Pratt Institute at White- 
water, Wisconsin, was first 
used for the purpose of experi- 
menting in mediumship and in 
the testing of mediums. Later, 
spirit directed that it be used 
for the purpose of instructing 
mediums. This was the first 
fully equipped and permanent 
institution of learning ever 
established under the auspices 
of Spiritualism. 

This school is based on the 
following general principles, 
absolutely essential in all true 
education: Maintenance of 
the individuality of each stu- 
dent; perfect freedom of 
thought and expression so 
long as unkind personalities 
are avoided; reason and experi- 
ence accepted as the highest 
authority; no discrimination 
because of one’s ideas; all 
narrow and sectarian ruts care- 
fully avoided; the desired aim 
to make all students original 
thinkers. This broad policy, 
coupled with a prime interest 
in Spiritualism, brought to the 
school students from all parts 
of the United States, from 
Canada, Poland, Albania and 
12 


France. 

Evidently, the Spirit World 
foresaw this great need in our 
Movement and _ apparently 
took steps to meet that need. 
Out of that wisdom Morris 
Pratt Institute was born, 
through the faith and generos- 
ity of that great spiritualist for 
whom it is named. 

Morris Pratt, a man of in- 
tegrity, honor and foresight, 
was a resident of Whitewater, 
Wisconsin, prior to 1888. He 
was greatly interested in Spiri- 
tualism especially the scien- 
tific aspect, and realized that 
if Spiritualism was to prosper 
as it should it would need 
qualified workers and teachers. 
This, he knew, would require a 
school devoted solely to such 
a purpose. 

Spirit works in diverse 
ways. One day he saw a vision 
and received a spirit message 
in which he was told that the 
location of some valuable 
mines would be revealed to 
him if he, in turn, would use a 
portion of the profits there- 
from for the promulgation of 
Spiritualism. Mr. Pratt saw 
therein the fulfilment of his

consciousness. It reveals a lack 
of control.

Are all readers prepared to 
look at this question dispas- 
sionately? 

No: it seems to me that 
many are not simple-minded 
enough to get at the plain un- 
varnished truth.

system. Of this class I know 
there are many. I know also 
that there are a few, a blessed 
group, who, standing beauti- 
fully above such fear, have 
attained unto considerable 
truth in the way of indepen- 
dent investigation; not only by 
interrogating what are called

the manifestations of spiri- 
tuality, but, also, by a free and 
candid examination of the 
cardinal doctrines which 
underlie the Churches of the 
Nineteenth Century. It will be 
found that those who have 
investigated the semi-popular 
spiritual phenomena, who 
have interpreted for the soul’s 
benefit the principles of 
Christianity, and arisen above 
the standards recognized as 
orthodox by the world, are 
persons whose marks and 
works will be looked upon by 
the people of the future ages, 
not as authorities, but as 
guideboards to still greater and 
higher revelation. 

What do ministers say con- 
cerning the Scriptures? 

We are told by honorable 
gentlemen who keep the pul- 
pits, that the Bible is the in- 
spired truth; the word of God.

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being stout, yet enough so to 
give a more majestic appear- 
ance to her handsome figure — 
a Queen in every gesture, 
every thought. 

The other, smaller, slighter, 
with a fragile delicate beauty 
of a blush rose, the graceful 
caressing manner of a child, 
yet with an ambition as keen, 
a heart as proud, a temper as 
indomitable as that of the 
haughty Queen, before whom 
she was constrained to affect a 
humility she did not feel; with 
a cunning as deep, an intellect 
as keen, as Artemisia’a own, 
and a capability of accom- 
modating herself to the cir- 
cumstances of the moment 
which the impatient Queen 
did not possess; and with a 
calm indifference to all but 
her own interests, an insensi- 
bility to all deep emotions 
which the passionate elder 
woman could not have under- 
stood. Artemisia could act 
when it suited her purpose, 
and feign a friendliness she did 
not feel to hide her real in- 
tentions, but with her the 
graciousness was forced, the 
deception a matter of study, 
and an effort to herself; while 
with Zuleika the acting was in- 
stinctive, — she was always 
acting, always posing to her- 
self as well as to others. In the 
solitude of her own chamber 


she posed to herself as the 
possessor of an emotional 
character as foreign to her real 
nature as fire is to ice. She de- 
picted passions as she had seen 
them displayed by others, and 
mimicked the most intense 
manifestations of love or hate, 
joy or despair, without feeling 
the smallest throb of these 
emotions herself. 

It was because she was a 
mere mimic, and not truly an 
actress, that she failed to 
arouse in others the answering 
sympathy which can alone be 
awakened by the _ perfect 
actors or actresses, who them- 
selves feel vividly for the time 
all the intensities of passion 
which they depict. Zuleika 
was a mere mimic, and in her 
mimicry her real inner nature 
had no share, her soul no part; 
and this was the reason that 
her deepest protestations of 
love left my heart still in 
doubt; her most carefully 
acted devotion left me still 
suspicious and distrustful, for 
while I argued that she showed 
me all the affectionate atten- 
tion a husband could desire, 
my instinctive sense of the un- 
reality of her loving words and 
soft caresses kept my heart 
restless and unsatisfied.

Impersonating Mediumship 

It is, however, very pro- 
bable that some spirit will con- 
trol you who wishes to com- 
municate with a friend, and 
for that purpose he may find 
it necessary to cause you to 
impersonate himself. It seems 
to be a general law governing 
these manifestations, that 
when a spirit relates himself 
to the psychic conditions of 
the earth and takes control of 
a sensitive for the first time, 
he is compelled to re-enact his 
dying experiences, and medi- 
ums present a pantomimic re- 
production of the causes of 
death and the accompanying 
symptoms which vividly re- 
call to the observers the last 
sad and solemn incidents con-

nected with the ‘passing’ of 
their dear ones. Not infre- 
quently the medium repro- 
duces in a most characteristic 
way, movements, modes of 
breathing or coughing, 
gestures, ejaculations, and 
even utters the few ‘last 
words’ that were breathed by 
the dying one. You may (and 
most probably will) be com- 
pelled to do this sort of 
thing. You may be partially, 
or even acutely, conscious of 
what you are doing or saying, 
and may feel afraid to yield to 
the impulse, or shrink from 
conforming to the desire that 
urges you on to speak — per- 
haps to cry,to pour out en- 
dearing words, to say or do 
things the significance of

DISCOURSE IV. 


THE NATURAL AND SPIRITUAL MAN 


Continued from last issue— 

The allusion to this subject 
in the Scriptures is generally 
misunderstood — owing to 
mistranslation, and partly be- 
because error exists in connec- 
tion with much truth. It re- 
quires wisdom to distinguish 
truth from error wherever 
they may be found com- 
mingled. I refer now to that 
portion of Paul’s writings 
where he says, “The carnal 
mind is enmity against God, 
for it is not subject to the law 
of God, neither indeed can 
be.”’ As this passage covers the 
entire ground in question, I 
will dwell upon it at some 
length. By the ‘‘carnal mind”’ 
is meant the physical appetites 
and propensities. If Paul were 
understood as saying that the 
physical nature of man is 
enmity against God, it would 
22 


be an impeachment of the 
Divine Wisdom; for it would 
be supposing that God created 
a relation at enmity with him- 
self, which would be impos- 
sible. But when it is under- 
stood that Paul’s allusion was 
to a state of inharmonious 
natural or physical develop- 
ment — meaning that such a 
condition was contrary to the 
divine order of arrangement, 
and opposed to true relations, 
there will be observed the ut- 
most consistency. Making the 
physical nature the only 
object of care and regard, 
would plainly involve an in- 
consistency. There would, in 
that case, be a subjection of 
the spirit to the flesh, which 
would exhibit a state of un- 
developed wisdom, and _ in- 
difference to true interests. 
Such a state is truly opposed 
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to the interests of the spiritual 
man, and to the design of the 
Universal Father. At the same 
time it would be wholly un- 
reasonable to attribute to God 
the inconsistency of forming 
man with two natures — a 
physical and_= spiritual — 
naturally opposed to each 
other, and producing discord 
when the wants or desires of 
either are lawfully gratified. 
The declaration that, ‘‘the 
carnal mind is not subject to 
the laws of God, neither in- 
deed can be,”’ must be consid- 
ered in the same light as that 
which precedes it, or the great- 
est perversion of a divine crea- 
tion would be sanctioned. For 
to suppose that the great De- 
signer of all things would 
create a being whose nature, in 
its true conditions, was not 
subject to the law that pro- 
duced it, ‘nor indeed could 
be,’’ would be supremely ab- 
surb. Yet, in this light it is 
generally viewed. It is sup- 
posed that man, naturally — 
the whole man — is so dis- 
ordered that a radical change 
is essential to harmonious re- 
sults. A change, indeed, is 
necessary — a change from 
wrong to right, or from per- 
verted to true conditions, but 
not a radical change of his 


nature. In such a condition 
there will be harmony be- 
tween man and man, and be- 
tween man and God. Every 
faculty of man is dual, having 
an exterior and corresponding 
interior function. And when 
man is correctly educated, 
there will be an end of de- 
praved conditions and perverse 
faculties. Then the kingdom of 
God will be established in all 
hearts, and will harmonize all 
minds. 

We will now proceed to 
the investigation of another 
feature of the subject present- 
ed in the text. The terms, the 
‘first man’’ and the “second 
man,” have reference to the 
dual nature of man, or his 
physical and spiritual exis- 
tence. ‘“‘The first man is of the 
earth, earthy.’’ The human 
physical constitution is the 
ultimate of all substances that 
compose the earth. The min- 
eral, vegetable, and animal 
kingdoms converge and center 
in man’s outer organism. Here 
they are far more refined than 
they were in forms below him. 
He is the most perfect struc- 
ture in existence that is cloth- 
ed in a material form, the 
most perfect emblem of use 
and the representation of 
beauty.

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dreams and accepted. The 
mines were located, and in 
1888 the building then known 
as The Temple, was completed. 
It consisted of a chapel, class 
rooms, an office, parlor and 
dormitories. 

After the N. S. A. was 
organized in 1893 Morris 
Pratt asked this organization 
to take over the school and 
run it, but they felt the finan- 
cial burden would be too great 
for them at that time. Not at 
all discouraged he wrote to 
Moses Hull, then pastor of a 
large church in Buffalo. Hull 
saw great possibilities for this 
project, resigned, and became 
the first president of Morris 
Pratt Institute. He travelled 
throughout the entire country, 
raising money for its mainte- 
nance, at great personal sacri- 
fice. 

Through Mrs. Clara 
Stewart of Wisconsin Mr. Pratt 
interested Prof. A. J. Weaver, 
of Old Orchard, Maine, a 
graduate of Tufts College, and 
his wife in the school. The 
Weavers served loyally and 
well. At Prof. Weaver’s sug- 
gestion a meeting was called 
and Moses Hull, A. J. Weaver, 
Wm. H. Rogers, John C. Bump, 
Clara Stewart, Theodore 
Mayer and Alonzo Thompson 
signed a petition for articles of 
incorporation. The petition 
24 


was presented Nov. 2, 1901. 
On Dec. 11, the same year, it 
was organized as acorporation. 
Membership books were 
opened, and Morris and |. 
Zulema Pratt were among the 
first members enrolled. 

Dec. 2, 1902, Morris Pratt 
stepped over Earth’s threshold 
into the Spirit World. 

Sept. 29, 1908, the school 
opened with Moses Hull, a 
former Adventist Minister, 
President and _ teacher of 
Homilectics; Prof. A. J. 
Weaver, former Universalist 
Minister, Principal: Florence 
Janson, teacher of oratory and 
Mattie Hull in charge of the 
psychic department. Prof. 
Weaver retired in 1919 and 
was succeeded as Principal by 
his nephew Harry E. Record. 
Soon, thereafter, at 89 years 
of age, Prof. Weaver journeyed 
on. 

Other officers who have 
served the school are Rev. 
Thomas Grimshaw, Rev. 
Melvina E. Taylor, A. E. 
Hanson, Mrs. Minnie Warne, 
Dr. C. A. Burgess, Rev. Cora 
L. V. Richmond, John D. Vail, 
and E. W. Sprague. 

The building in White- 
water was sold and in 1947 a 
plot of 7 1/2 acres bought on 
the West Side of the City of 
Milwaukee, where the up-to- 
date Morris Pratt Institute 
now stands.

which you donot comprehend. 
Our advice under such circum- 
stances can only be this: Keep 
as calm and as collected as you 
can; trust to the sincerity of 
the spirit and the good sense 
of the sitters, and throw off 
your fear; yield obedience to 
the control; neither help nor 
hinder; just do and say what 
you feel you have to do orsay, 
and leave the results. You can- 
not, or should not, be held res- 
ponsible for failure by the 
sitters, if there is no recogni- 
tion; and by responding and 
giving free course to the ‘sug- 
gestion,’ which reaches you as 
an impulse or mental impres- 
sion, greater success. will 
follow, and the development 
you seek will be promoted. If, 
however, you find that the im- 
personations are untrue, and 
the sitters are unable to inter- 
pret or recognize what you do 
or say after you have followed 
out your’ impressions a 
number of times, then resist 
them with all your strength of 
will and require from the spirit 


the proof of his identity in 
some other way. 

Spirits often desire to 
communicate some special in- 
formation or confess some 
wrong, and are relieved by suc- 
cessfully performing the task. 
In such cases, says Hudson 
Tuttle, they take on the con- 
ditions of the medium, and by 
the association, the last experi- 
ences of their earth life. ‘It is 
difficult, perhaps impossible, 
for a spirit passing from earth 
life by a violent and painful 
death not to have the sensa- 
tions of its last earthly experi- 
ence revived in itself and re- 
flected upon the medium 
when it thus comes in direct 
relation with the earth sphere. 
This is, however, quite distinct 
from that form of impersona- 
tion in which the medium is 
caused to imitate the death 
scene as a test of identity. 
One is under the direct con- 
trol of the spirit, and in the 
other case the spirit is con- 
trolled by the preceding con- 
ditions.’

Now, it would be entirely just 
to ask: how is it possible for 
ministers to make this asser- 
tion intelligently, unless they 
have received and compre- 
hended a superior revelation?

One man, for example, 
believes in Juggernaut because 
it was believed in by his fore- 
fathers; not because of any 
understanding concerning it. 
Another believes that all re- 
ligious truth has descended 
from on high, through the 
Shaster of Hindoostan. Why? 
Because it is said so by the 
masters and worshippers of 
that great production. So it is 
in our own vast country. 
Plenty of persons there are, 
even my next-door neighbors, 


who believe the Bible to be 
‘the word of God.”’ Do they 
believe because of intellectual 
apprehension of any principle 
contained in it? — because of 
any wise comprehension of 
the scope and drift of the 
whole? No. Why, then, do 
they believe? I answer, in

Irish Dinner 


ROAST LEG OF LAMB WITH MINT SAUCE 


To serve 6 to 8 


Mint Sauce 1/4 cup finely chopped fresh 
1/4 cup water — mint leaves 
1 tablespoon sugar 1/2 cup malt vinegar 


Combine the water and sugar in a saucepan, and bring to a boil 
over high heat, stirring until the sugar dissolves completely. 
Remove pan from heat, and stir in mint leaves and vinegar. Taste 
and add up to 1 more tablespoon of sugar if desired. 


MEAT crushed rosemary 

2 tablespoons salt A 5- to 6-pound leg of lamb, 

1 teaspoon finely ground black trimmed of excess fat, but 
pepper with the fell (the parchment- 

1 tablespoon finely cut fresh like covering) left on 


rosemary or 2 teaspoons dried 


Preheat oven to 500 degrees. Combine salt, pepper and rose- 
mary in a small bowl, and with your fingers press the mixture 
firmly into the lamb, coating the entire surface as evenly as possi- 
ble. For the most predictable results, insert a meat thermometer 
into the thickest part of the leg, being careful not to touch a bone. 

Place the leg, fat side up, on a rack in a shallow roasting pan. 
Roast uncovered for 20 minutes. Reduce heat to 375 degrees and 
roast for another 40 to 60 minutes, or until lamb is cooked to 
your taste (basting is unnecesary). A meat thermometer will 
register 130 degrees for rare, 140 to 150 degrees when medium, 
and 150 to 160 degrees when well done. Serve sauce separately. 
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whom we were intimate whilst 
on earth a thought of us will 
come straight, as along a tele- 
phone wire from one house to 
another, and if we wish we can 
come.

associated with people who 
are not of interest to you.
